Already cured samples 
that have been brought in have remark- 
ably bright colors and of a fine texture. 


Sampling of last season's purchases 


is being carried on extensively by the 
packers and the result very satisfactory. 
At present 
there is but 
a moderate 


movement in cured leaf either in local 
or Eastern markets though a few out 
of town buyers have been in the state 
inspecting samples.

for the largest cigar manufacturing con- 
cern in the country, arrived from New 
York Monday evening. 


The buying of a few hundred cases of 


the new .crop on the poles in Vernon 
county recently does not disturb the 
local dealers in this portion of the state 
who hold there will be plenty of .fine to .

The Chicago Evening Post, in speak- 


ing of the disqualification of May bury 
and Cochem, the AVisconsin Uuiversit y 
football players, on account of their be- 
ing professionals, has this to say: 


Unexpected honors have 
come to 


Grinnell college, In,, through the dis- 
qualification by the University of Wis- 
consin of her two star athletes. May- 
bury and Cot-hems. 
Two of AViscoii- 


sin's triumphs are thus taken from her. 
and the banner of the year 1890, with 
the intercollegiate championship in track 
athletics for that year, should now be 
awarded the Iowa'college. 


A careful scrutiny of the records of 


that year shows in the score, as it stood, 
that nearly half of"the winnings of Wis- 
consin were due to the brawn and 
speed of the two athletes whom the car- 
dinal has now declared professionals. It 
was'in that year that the race stood 
practically between Wisconsin, Grinnell 
and Chicago. 
Wisconsin made a bril- 


liant gathering of points to her credit, 
with Grinnell second. 


In the dashes Maybury brought ten 


points to his alma mater, with Rush, of 
Grinnell. close behind him each time.

Spain, 


THEIR 
FATE IN OUR HANDS. 


Agoncillo Sets Forth the Policy to Be 


Pursued by the Insurgent 
Lenders— 


Mar Consent to Be an American Pro- 
tectorate or Colony. 


Washington, Sept. 28.—Felipe Agon- 


cillo, representative o£ Aguinaldo's so- 
called Filipino republic, and Sixto Lo- 
pez, his secretary, arrived here Tues- 
day. In explanation o£ their mission, 
Agoncillo said: 


"We first o£ all desire absolute inde- 


pendence. If the United States is un- 
willing to accord us that from the first 
then the next thing which -would meet 
with favor by our people would be the 
establishment of a protectorate by the 
United States, and, third, to become a 
colonial possession of this country. 


"One thing is certain, and that is 


that the United States can not justly 
ask us to lay down our arms and ac- 
cept any terms of peace until we are 
absolutely assured by America that 
our islands will never be given back to 
the control of Spain. 


"That point guaranteed to us, we 


.•will willingly lay down our arms and 
accept what the American government 
believes, in justice and 
right, we 


should be accorded. Should 
all of 


these three propositions which I have 
named fail, we would prefer to become 
associated and connected, even if we 
have our independence, with a nation 
of progress and 
advancement. We 


iave implicit ccnfii3er.ee that we will 
toe accorded our rights and just de- 
serts atythe hands of the American 
•people, and, in fact, our fate is in their 
lands. 


"Should they finally decree that we 


must revert to the rule of Spain we 
•will continue the struggle, as Cuba has 
done, to the death, and until every 
Filipino has been exterminated by the 
ravages of war. Never will we return 
to the rule of Spain. We prefer anni- 
hilation." 


Agoncillo said bis purpose was to 


lay before President 
McKinley 
the 


claims of the revolutionary 
govern- 


ment to representation at the Paris 
peace commission. 
Failing in that, 
le would submit another proposition, 
that their representatives be heard be- 
fore the commission in order that any 
iinjust statements made by the Span- 
ish commission might be refuted. 


Lopez said the Filipinos had no fond- 


ness for the Germans, and denied that 
any German proposals had been en- 
tertained by Aguinaldo, as the latter 
believed Germany was simply seeking 
fcer own selfish interests. 
Agoncillo 


did not speak on the German question.

Washington, Sept. 2S.—A compre- 


hensive program :'or moving trooos to 
Cuba has been outlined by trie war de- 
partment, and its initial features have 
been decided uuon. This result is due 
to directions given by the president on 
Sept.. 19, to the effect that details of 
troops be made for Cuba. Acting on 
this, Mai.-Gen. Miles outlined a plan 
for sending two 
divisions 
to 
the 


island, the First, under command of 
Maj.-Gen. Wade, to leave in October, 
and the second division, under Maj.- 
Gen. 
Fitzhugh Lee, to lea've in No- 


vember. 
Each division will embrace 


about 0,000 men, so that the plan is to 
have some 12,000 troops in Cuba or on 
the way there within the next sixty 
clays. 


It is not 
contemplated, however, 


that any large number of this 
force 


shall be assembled at any one point in 
this country or in Cuba, the desire be- 
ing to keep them scattered, as they 
can thereby be handled to better ad- 
vantage. From the fact that they go 
to Cuba it does not mean that they will 
proceed directly to Havana. 
On the 


contrary, the outlook is that there will 
be very few troops at Havana, the 
bulk of them being scattered through 
the western end of the island, gar- 
risoning the small towns 
and thus 


gradually putting into effect the mili- 
tary occupation o£ the island.
